COMMUNICATION REGARDING STATUS OF APPLICATION 



Sir: 



The applicant received an Office Action dated July 16, 2003 in the above-identified patent 
application. On September 2, 2003, applicant's representative conducted an interview with Examiner 
Morrison to discuss the finality of the last Office Action. In response to this interview, applicant 
prepared and filed an Amendment Under 37 CFR §1.114 with a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) on November 17, 2003.
